The cotton industry affords the best « 
portunity for the study of past and pres« 
conditions in this regard, because of | 
great number of negroes employed and 
cause of the fullness of census statistics. 

In the antebellum regime slavery p 
mitted the whites to keep the negroes undcr 








One recent estimate 
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to transfer that control from 
hand to hand. And with slavery there was 
closely associated the plantation 
which provided a definite routine of simple 
tasks and provided supervision to insure 
their performance. It provided also a cer- 


control and 


system, 


tain degree of industrial and social educa 
tion for the negroes. In fact, plantation 
slavery permitted capable managers to make 


of typical American negroes as efficient a 
labor force as the world has ever seen un- 
der any form of coercion. 

To compare negro efficiency in cotton pro 
duction before and since the war, it is neces 
sary to select districts where no great eco- 
nomic change has occurred except the aboli- 
ton of slavery—where there has been no 
large introduction of commercial fertilizers, 
for example, and no great the 
boll-weevil. A typical area for our purpose 
is the Yazoo delta in Northwestern Missis 
sippi. In four typical counties there—Tuni 
ea, Coahonia, Bolivar and Issaquena—in 
which the negro population numbers about 
® per cent. of the whole, the per capita out- 
put of cotton in 1860 was two and one-third 
bales of 500 pounds each, while in 1910 and 
other average recent years it was only one 
and a half bales per capita. That is to say, 
the efficiency of the negroes has declined 35 
cent. A great number of other black 
counties indicate a similar decline.

On the other hand, the white districts 
throughout the cotton belt, and especially 
in Texas, Oklahoma and Western Arkansas, 
have so greatly increased their cotton out- 
put that more than half of the American 
cotton crop is now clearly produced by white 
labor. Other data of wide variety confirm 
this view of negro industrial decadence and 


white industrial progress. 


Dr. Phillips has for many years been 
a close first-hand student of the negro 
problem, and his deductions may be re- 
garded as those of an expert worthy of

the United States today has a value less

age value of $300 apiece, which was 
paid for 3300 of them in the District of 
Columbia by the United States Govern- 
ment when they were emancipated in

the spring of 1912 we planted 
both acres again in corn, as we were 
anxious to test the experiment fully. 
The corn has not yet been gathered, but 
it has been examined by a number of 
good farmers, who had no trouble in 
ascertaining the exact boundary of the 
land subsoiled by dynamite, as it has 
larger stalks, better ears, and remained 
green much longer than the other acre. 
It stood the short drouth of the summer 
very much better, as it had the rain that 
had been conserved in the winter. 

rhe work had been carried out by Mr. 
RB. B. Ezell, our agriculturist in the High 
School. You can communicate with him 
at Charleston, W. Va. He has been ap 
pointed there by the Government, as 
State agent. 

3. Taking it all around, I believe that 
it will pay to subsoil with dynamite, even 
the first year.

Governor and Dynamite Get 103 
Bushels of Corn to Acre 
Governor Brown of Georgia has been 
highly pleased at the results obtained on 
his Cherokee county farm by breaking 
up the ground with dynamite. On 
ground thus broken last year he raised 
106 bushels of corn per acre, where the 

former yield had been 25 bushels. 

In commenting on the value of deep 
plowing with dynamite, the Governor 
concluded by saying: 

“Not only do the roots strike down 
twelve or fifteen inches, but the water 
rises up through the broken soil. 

“Lam a great believer in deep plowing, 
and in deep plowing with dynamite if 
the explosive is carefully handled.”— 
itlanta Constitution.

Under date of November 5, 1912, the 
ttlanta Constitution refers to Governor 
Brown's corn crop as follows: “Gov- 
ernor Brown has just returned from his 
farm in Cherokee county, where last 
week the yield from one acre was meas 
ured up and found to be 158 bushels.
